The preliminary examination of 
Joseph Beaulieu and TulTol LaCrosse 
charged with having robbed Robert 
Magee and his mother, at St. Mat 
thias in August, 1897, is being con­ 
ducted by County Attorney Alder­ 
man before Judge Man tor in the* mu­ 
nicipal court today. 
The history 
of the crime is as follows: 
On August 28, 1897, Robert. Ma­ 
gee and his mother were robbed of 
$1509 in money by two men who 
caught Mr. Magee as he was retu rn ­ 
ing to his home at St. Matthias from 
Brainerd. 
Magee was l>ouiid hand 
and foot, a grain sack was tied over 
his head and he was taken to the 
house in which lie resided with his 
mother, an aged lady, and iu turn 
she was tied to a chair. The robbers 
then demanded to know’ the where­ 
abouts of their money and a refusal 
to tell brought heated irons into 
play which were used to burn the 
feet of the lady in order to get her 
to tell the hiding place of the hoard 
od wealth and after considerable tor 
turc and many threats she told them 
and they appropriated tho entire 
amount and departed. 
How the

have so much 
wealth secreted on their premises is 
accounted for by the fact that Magee 
deemed the bank an unsafe place for 
the money and drew it out for safe 
keeping.

but nearly every issue contains some 
paragraphs which are curious, am us­ 
ing or novel. 
This is true of many 
other 
government 
publications, 
but 
this daily is exceptionally favored. 


About ten years ago there sprang up 
among the metropolitan papers a riv­ 
alry that led to some interesting as 
well as awful developments. 
Though 
the Sunday issues were chiefly affected, 
the 
changes did not apply to them 
alone. 
It se< mod to be - and it w as—- 
the effort of some publishers to give 
in the columns of their daily issues 
not only the news of the world, but 
illustrations of the leading events, and 
pictures of those who 
took 
part In 
thorn, with literature of all kinds, and 
its criticism thrown in as a side dish. 
From a dozen, the Sunday issues ran 
up to twenty, forty, sixty, and som e­ 
times to a hundred pages. 
Very often 
—it might almost be said generally— 
the quantity was offset by a dilution 
of the quality, and it became a puzzle 
to discover who read the mass of ma­ 
terial the presses turned 
out 
every 
Saturday. 
The reaction has been not­ 
ed for some time. 
Pictures have dis­ 
appeared altogether from the columns 
of the leading papers, not only in New 
York, but in other great cities. 
There 
has been a return to the older idea 
that a daily newspaper has an ample 
field for all its energies in seeking to 
give to clean-minded readers all the 
clean news of the day. 
W ith the tre­ 
mendous expansion of the news service 
of the press- an expansion that has 
brought the ends of the earth together, 
it may be said—this is a task that can 
give the greatest energy and enterprise 
full employment, and the execution of 
which can secure to 
the 
intelligent 
readers of a daily paper 
the 
most 
profitable satisfaction.

but nearly every issue contains some 
paragraphs which are curious, amus­ 
ing or novel. 
This is true of many 
other 
government 
publications, 
but 
this daily is exceptionally favored. 


About ten years ago there sprang up 
among the metropolitan papers a riv­ 
alry that led to some interesting as 
well as awful developments. 
Though 
the Sunday issues were chieily affected, 
the 
changes did not apply to them 
alone. 
It seemed to be—and It was— 
the effort of some publishers to givo 
in the columns of their daily issues 
not only the news of the world, but 
illustrations of the leading events, and 
pictures of th o s e who 
took 
part in 
them, with literature of all kinds, and 
its criticism thrown in as a side dish. 
From a dozen, the Sunday issues ran 
up to twenty, forty, sixty, and some­ 
times to a hundred pages. 
Very often 
—it might almost be said generally— 
the quantity was offset by a dilution 
of tile quality, and it became a puzzle 
to discover who read the mass of ma­ 
terial the presses turned 
out 
every 
Saturday, ’rho reaction has beeu not­ 
ed for some time. 
Pictures have dis­ 
appeared altogether from the columns 
of the leading papers, not only in New 
York, but in other great cities. There 
has been a return to the older idea 
that a daily newspaper has un ample 
field for all its energies in seeking to 
(give to clean-minded readers all the 
clean news of the day. Witli the tre­ 
mendous expansion of the news service 
of the press -an expansion that has 
brought the ends of the earth together, 
It may be said—this is a task that can 
give the greatest energy and enterprise 
full employment, and the execution of 
which can secure to 
the 
intelligent 
readers of a daily paper 
the 
most 
profitable satisfaction.

W. Lawton has been shot and killed at 
San Mateo. He was standing In front 
of ids troops, was shot in the breast 
and died immediately. 
Gen. Lawton left lier.* Monday night, 
having returned from ids northern op­ 
erations Saturday, to lead an expedi­ 
tion 1 brough Mariquina valley, which 
lins 
been 
nil 
insurgent 
stronghold 
throughout the war. 
The valley lins 
several times bren invaded, but never 
held by the Americans. Gen. Gormino 
was supposed to have there the larg­ 
est organised force north of Manila, 
and Gen. Otis wished to garrison Marl- 
qtiina. The night w as one of the worst 
of the season. A terrible rain had be­ 
gun and is still continuing. Accompa­ 
nied by his staff and Troop I, Fourth 
cavalry, Gen. Lawton set out at I) 
o’clock in advance of the main force, 
consisting of the Eleventh cavalry and 
one battalion each of the Twentieth 
and Twenty-seventh infantry, which 
started from La Loma at midnight. 
With a smart escort he led the way 
through an almost pathless country, a 
distance of fifteen miles over hills and 
through canebrake and deep mud, the 
horses climbing the rocks and 
S l i d i n g D o w n t h e H i l l # . 
Before daybreak 
the 
column had 
reached the head of the valley. 
San 
Mateo was attacked at 8 o’clock and 
a three-hours’ fight ensued. 
This re­ 
sulted in few casualties on the Ameri­ 
can side, apart from tile death of Gen. 
Lawton, but the attack was dl cult 
because of the natural defenses of the 
town. Gen. Lawton was walking along 
the firing line within 300 yards of a 
small sharpshooters’ trench, conspicu­ 
ous iii tin* big white helmet he always 
wore, and a light yellow rain coat. He 
was also 
easily 
distinguishable be­ 
cause of his commanding stature. The 
sharpshooters 
directed 
several close 
shots, which clipped the grass near by. 
His staff officers called don. Lawton’s 
attention to the danger he was in, but 
he only laughed with his usual con­ 
tempt for bullets. 
Suddenly he ex­ 
claimed: 
“I am shot,” clenched his 
hands in a desperate effort to stand 
erect, ami fell into tile arms of a staff 
officer. 
Orderlies 
rushed 
across the 
field for surgeons, who dashed up im­ 
mediately, but their efforts were use­ 
less. 
The body was taken to a clump 
of bushes and laid upon a stretcher, 
the familiar white helmet covering the 
filet of the dead general. 
Almost at 
this moment the cheers o» the Ameri­ 
can troops 
ll tilth I m c I n t o S u n M a t e o 
were mingling with the rifle volleys. 
After the fight six stalwart cavalry­ 
men forded the river to the town, car­ 
rying the niter on their shoulders, the 
staff preceding with tin* colors aud a 
cavalry escort following. 
The troops 
filed Ii.*.rebeaded through the building 
where* the body was laid and many a 
tear fell from the eyes of men who 
had long followed the intrepid Law­ 
ton. 
The entire command was strick­ 
en with grief as though each man had 
suffered a personal loss. Owing to tin*

was regard! d as a man of action and 
of splendid courage, but was n >t con­ 
sidered reckless. 
He never exposed 
his men without due consideration of 
the risks and 
the stake. 
His men 
knew Ila** and would 
unhesitatingly 
follow his lead under what seemed to 
lie the most desperate conditions. The 
Indians came to know him as the most 
active, vigilant, wary and determined 
of foes, and his pursuit and capture of 
Geronimo, the famous Apache chief­ 
tain, lias gone down Into history as 
urn* of tho most remarkable campaigns 
ever undertaken with tin* small force 
in hand.

HOMEMADE po t a t o p l a n t e r . 
The shovel plow Is bolted to a solid 3 
by 3 piece ab ou t tw o feet long, tin* o th ­ 
er end of 
w hich Is placed 
solidly 
ag ainst the under side of the tongue 
and hinged so th a t It can be raised and 
l o w e r e d by a lever to w hich the point 
is atta c h ed by a chain. 
T he lever Is 
show n ju st ill front of the wheel and 
near the vvhllUetrees.

three or four bushels' capacity is built 
betw een and over the wheels, slanting 
tow ard the seat, s o that, as the p o ta­ 
toes a r e used out of the rear end, those 
rem aining will roll tow ard the o pera­ 
tor. alw ay s keeping w ithin his easy 
reach.

"It Is a rapid firing gun and catches 
both going and com ing and alw ays re­ 
sets itsejf. 
A hole should be flag iq 
the ground to receive a box or barrel 
and deep enough so the top is ju st even 
w ith the su rface of the ground.

trap is then placed on the box w ith 
the fall (1 ovs directly over it.

the trap an d th ro w a few weeds or 
brush over it all, leaving the ends of 
the trap uncovered, and your work ic 
complete.

HOMEMADE POTATO PLANTER. 
The shovel plow Is bolted to a solid 3 
by 3 piece about two feet long, the oth­ 
er end of which Is placed 
solidly 
against tho under side of the tongue 
ami hinged so that It can bo raised and 
lowered by a lever to which the point 
Is attached by a chain. The lever Is 
shown Just In front of the wheel and 
near the whlllletrees. A rude box of 
three or four bushels’ capacity Is built 
between and over the wheels, slanting 
toward the seat, so that, as the pota­ 
toes are used out of the rear end, those 
remaining will roll toward the opera­ 
tor, always keeping within his easy 
reach. A spout or tube four or five 
inches square leads from the rear of 
the box to the furrow behind the plow. 
The operator sits at his ease on the 
spring seat, picking up the potatoes 
and dropping them at regular Intervals 
into the spout. I find It works better 
to take only one' piece in the hand at a 
time, dropping In the spout with one 
hand while reaching after a seed piece 
with the other. The spout is followed 
by the coverers, which leave the 
ground slightly ridged over the seed. 
A cross harrowing just before the 
sprouts begin to show leaves the 
ground level and In fine condition. 
The front end of the frame to which 
the coverers are attached Is hinged to 
the two rear upright pieces which sup­ 
port the box. 
A lever is beside the 
seat to raise aud lower the coverers at 
the end of the rows. Thfe coverer frame 
should be hung low at the front end, 
and the hillers must be set Just the 
right distance apart and at Just the 
right angle. 
A little trouble arose at first In this 
respect. 
One seed piece when drop­ 
ped would stop Just where It first 
touched the ground and the next one 
might roll or jump ahead a foot or 
more, thus making them lie at un­ 
equal distances when dropped evenly 
In point of time. This was overcome 
by nailing to the front and sides of the 
lower end of the spout a piece of an 
old rubber bootleg which touched the 
bottom of the furrow. Then the seed 
had to stay right where It dropped. 
A man to drive the team and to raise 
and lower the plow At the ends, anoth­ 
er man to feed the machine and op­ 
erate the lever which controls the cov­ 
erers and a team which walks not too 
rapidly can mark, furrow, drop and 
cover five or six acres In a day. The 
machine does not work satisfactorily 
on hilly land.

The following article about General 
Sir Red vers Buller, the commander In 
chief of the British forces In South 
Africa, Is of Interest at the present 
time In view of his recent serious de­ 
feat In attempting to cross the Tugela 
river. 
“Your majesty, the war will be trou­ 
blesome, but not dangerous," said Gen­ 
eral Nlr Redvers Buller when taking 
his formal leave of the queen at Bal­ 
moral before selling for Cape Town, 
and to his friends at the Army and 
Navy club In London ho added (he 
couldn't have Joked so with her m aj­ 
esty): 
“ It’s all right. 
I'll eat my Christ­ 
mas dinner in Pretoria and be back In 
England In time for the Derby and As­ 
cot in May!" 
General Buller sailed amid Immense 
enthusiasm, during which even royalty 
uncovered In his honor, on Oct. 14, 
says the New York World. 
His troop­ 
ship, the Dunottar Castle, arrived at 
Cape Town on Oct. 80, and he set foot 
ashore on Nov. 1. Troops, high ranked 
officers and delegations of citizens met 


GENERAL Blit REDVERS DULLER, 
him at the quay, and a vast concourse 
of citizens hailed him on his ride 
through the streets as their deliverer. 
Next (lay he was preparing his plan 
of campaign. 
There were to be three 
columns. 
Each 
was 
to 
sweep 
up 
through the Boer country, carrying 
everything before It. 
Then the three 
were to meet, cut to pieces whatever 
was left of the Boer forces and hand 
over the Transvaal as a Christmas 
gift to the English nntlon. Everybody 
knows that there have been hitches 
In this plan. 
However, General Buller Is no nov­ 
ice at soldiering. He has won his Vic­ 
toria cross for conspicuous bravery 
and under Are has rescued more than 
one comrade from certain death at the 
hands of savages. 
Captain D’Arcy, 
Lieutenant Everitt and a trooper, all of 
the Frontier Light liorse, all owe their 
lives to his bravery at lublobane moun­ 
tain, where they were hotly pursued 
by Zulus. 
All three were wounded 
and unable to help themselves. 
Colo 
nel Buller then commanded the regi­ 
ment. 
Redvers Buller was GO years old on 
Dec. 7 last. 
lie entered the army In 
1868, In the Sixtieth rifles. 
He was a 
subaltern in the China war in 1800, 
took part in the Red river expedition in 
1870 and three years later served in the 
Ashanti war. 
In 1878 he fought the Kaffirs and in 
1870 tho Zulus. 
From 1880 to 1884 he 
served in Egypt and the Sudan. Since 
then ho has been cared for in the staff 
departments at home. 
He was made 
adjutant general in 1890 nnd lieutenant 
general in 1801. 
Ills fame as a fighter rests chiefly 
upon his work In tho Egyptian and 
Nile expedition In 1882-4. Ho was dec­ 
orated and promoted for distinguished 
services at Tel-el-Kobtr and Tamal and 
made a wonderful march across the 
desert, which called forth high praises. 
There is a story that In 1881, dis­ 
guised as a Boer, he crossed Into the 
Transvaal to mingle among the people 
there. When he returned, he was load­ 
ed with information, but the British 
wero so incompetently officered above 
him that they could do nothing and 
were slaughtered at Majuba Hill and 
elsewhere. 
General Buller has long been the as­ 
sociate of General Lord Wolseley, the 
commander in chief of the British 
forces. 
lie Is colonel commandant of 
the King’s Royal regiment, which, with 
the Durbin fusileers, bore the brunt of 
the battle at Glencoe. 


H o n (l ie B r i t i s h W a t c h t h e R a i l r o a d . 
Since the beginning of the South Af­ 
rican war the British authorities have 
employed an army of men In watching 
the railroad from Cape Town to Port 
Elizabeth. 
The road Is 840 miles in 
length, and at every quarter of a mile 
along the whole length a Kaffir Is sta 
tioned with two flags, says the Chicago 
Tribune. 
Altogether a total of 10.0SO 
men Is employed In this service.

Other

be read with peculiar Interest follow: 
“Ever since the Infamous Jameson 
raid of 181HJ our government was con­ 
vinced that some disreputable charac­ 
ters would urge England to war. 
Its 
meaning could not be mistaken. 
It 
could have for Its sole object only the 
annihilation of the Boer republic. 
We 
were equally sure that we would have 
to depend on our own resources, for, 
although we knew that this war would 
meet with the unanimous condemna­ 
tion of all European powers, we did 
not anticipate that any of them would 
summon strength to come to our res­ 
cue. 
England s 
arrogance 
and 
her 
strong navy have so cowed the Euro­ 
pean powers that they dare not bid her 
stop in her despicable land grabbing, 
not even where tbeir own interests 
are Involved 
Knowing these circum­ 
stances, we depended solely on our 
selves, improved our means of defense 
nnd tried to keep the English in the 
dark as to our real preparations. 
To 
this purpose we gave their disguised 
spies access to our antiquated guns 
and artillery, but were very careful to 
conceal from them our modern artil 
lery parks. 
Our calculations proved 
correct. 
The English public credited 
these misleading reports. 
Their cry. 
T o Pretoria!' is on a level with the 
Parisian cry of 1870, ‘A Berlin!’ 
“ Your letter lays much stress on the 
numerical superiority of the English; 
but. In my opinion, the example is a 
different one. 
England cannot send 
more than 86,000 soldiers to the Trans­ 
vaal 
without 
withdrawing 
all 
her 
troops from the colonies. 
This in it­ 
self is an imposing army, but only half 
of them will be available. 
Granting 
that England will have effected the 
landing of her troops by the middle of 
December, she will have lost in the 
meantime 
at 
least 
10,000 
through 
deaths, casualties, desertions and cap 
tures. Their number would according­ 
ly be reduced to 75,000. 
We will try 
to prevent the junction of the English 
forces under Buller, but even if we 
should not succeed the English will be 
unable to put more than 35,000 men in 
the field against us. 
The rest will be 
needed for garrisons nnd protection of 
their bases of operations. 
“The scene of the war will cover Na­ 
tal and Cape Colony, an area of, say, 
7o0 kilometers. 
Our own camp is pro­ 
tected by three mountain ranges, and 
500 men are amply sufficient for its 
protection. 
Our manner of communi­ 
cation is excellent. The outposts have 
command of and facilities for destroy­ 
ing provisions In case their position be­ 
comes untenable. If the war should be 
carried Into our own country, of which 
there are no prospects at present, our 
advantages Would become greater yet, 
for, while facing unknown conditions 
In Natal and in the south, we are quite 
able to make use of the splendid op­ 
portunities of defense which our own 
country offers. 
“The enemy will meet n very stub­ 
born resistance In the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State, and every inch of 
ground will cost them dear. 
You cor­ 
rectly suggest that we most likely 
would resort to guerrilla tactics. 
A 
few months will be sufficient to show 
to England the impossibility of the 
task she has undertaken. 
Her losses 
will be tremendous."

The transport City of Para, from 
Manila, brought to San Francisco an 
Interesting story of the escapades of 
Miss Bebee Dean, a mysterious young 
woman, who In male attire stowed 
away In the ship and succeeded In 
reaching Manila despite the vigilance 
of Colonel Ilardiug and other officers. 
She escaped from the City of Para 
while under heavy guard in Manila 
harbor and was not seen again until a 
week later, when, dressed in a khaki 
suit and wearing a campaign hat, she 
made a formal call aboard ship. 
Miss Dean was not a regular stow­ 
away. 
On the day the City of Para 
left San Francisco for Manila with the 
Twenty-ninth Infantry Miss Dean was 
given the position of cabin boy, both 
captain and steward being deceived 
as to her sex. 
Before Honolulu was reached her se­ 
cret was discovered, and she was put 
ashore on the Islands.

Colonel Ilard- 
lng kept her as prisoner under guard 
the remainder of the trip, allowing her 
about 20 minutes exercise a day.

though the colonel Intended turning 
her over to the authorities at Manila 
for transportation back. Miss Dean 
slipped her guards and landed in Ma­ 
nila, where, In a uniform of the Twen­ 
ty-ninth Infantry, she went to the 
front.

him at the quay, and a vast concourse 
of citizens hailed him on his ride 
through the streets as their deliverer. 
Next day he was preparing bls plan 
of campaign. There were to be three 
columns. 
Each was to sweep up 
through the Boer country, carrying 
everything before IL Then the three 
were to meet, cut to pieces whatever 
was left of the Boer forces and hand 
over the Transvaal as a Christmas 
gift to the English nation. Everybody 
knows that there have been hitches 
In this plan. 
However, General Buller is no nov­ 
ice at soldiering. Ile has won his Vic­ 
toria cross for conspicuous bravery 
and under fire has rescued more than 
one comrade from certain death At~the 
hands of savages. 
Captain D'Arcy, 
Lieutenant Hveritt and a trooper, all of 
the Frontier Light horse, all owe their 
lives to his bravery at Inhlobane moun­ 
tain, where they were hotly pursued 
by Zulus. 
All three were wounded 
and unable to help themselves. Colo 
eel Buller then commanded the regi­ 
ment 
Redvers Buller was OO years old on 
Dec. 7 last. He entered the army in 
1858, In the Sixtieth rifles. He was a 
subaltern in the China war in 1880, 
took part In the Red river expedition in 
1870 and thrfee years later served in the 
Ashanti war. 
In 1878 he fought the Kaffirs and In 
1870 the Zulus. From 1880 to 1884 he 
served In Egypt and the Sudan. Since 
then he has been cared for In the staff 
departments at home. He was made 
adjutant general In 1890 and lieutenant 
general In 1891. 
His fame as a fighter rests chiefly 
upon his work In the Egyptian and 
Nile expedition in 1882-4. He was dec­ 
orated and promoted for distinguished 
services at Tel-el-Keblr aud Tarnal and 
made a wonderful march acroas the 
desert, which called forth high praises. 
There is a story that in 1881, dis­ 
guised as a Boer, he croased into the 
Transvaal to mingle among the people 
there. When he returned, he was load­ 
ed with Information, but the British 
were so incompetently officered above 
him that they could do nothing and 
were slaughtered at Majuba Hill and 
alsewhere. 
General Buller has long been the as­ 
sociate of General Lord Wolseley, the 
commander in chief of the British 
forces. He is colonel commandant of 
the King's Royal regiment, which, with 
the Durbin fusileers, bore the brunt of 
the battle at Glencoe. 


BOER Pl ANS FOR SUCCESS. 


S trate*? E m p loyed to D e c e iv e B a** 
land D laeloeed by G eneral Joubcrt* 
•* ‘To Pretoria!* the British cry, is ok 
a level with the Parisian cry of 1870. 
‘A Berlin!’ " 
This Is an extract from a letter writ­ 
ten by Genera! Joubert from Lady­ 
smith under date of Oct. 27 to a con­ 
tributor to the Berlin Gazette, in which 
paper It was published in full. Other 
passages which at this Juncture will 
be read with peculiar interest follow: 
"Ever since the infamous Jameson 
raid of I HIK; our government was con­ 
vinced that some disreputable charac­ 
ters would urge England to war. 
Its 
meaning could not be mistaken. 
It 
could have for its sole object only the 
anulhllation of the Boer republic. We 
were equally sure that we would have 
to depend on our own resources, for, 
although we knew (hat this war would 
meet with the unanimous condemna­ 
tion of all European powers, we did 
not anticipate that any of them would 
summon strength to come to our res­ 
cue. 
England s arrogance aud 
her 
strong navy have so cowed the Euro­ 
pean powers that they dare not bid ber* 
stop in her despicable land grabbing, 
not even where their owl) Interests 
are Involved. 
Knowing these circum­ 
stances, we depended solely on our­ 
selves, Improved our means of defense 
and tried to keep the English in the 
dark as to our real preparations. To 
this purpose we gave their disguised 
spies access to our antiquated guus 
aud artillery, but were very careful to 
conceal from them our nim tern artil­ 
lery parks. 
Our calculations proved 
correct. 
The English public credited 
these mislead lug reports. 
Their cry. 
‘To Pretoria!’ is on a level with the 
Parisian cry of 1870. ’A Berlin!’ 
"Your letter lays much stress on the 
numerical superiority of the English: 
but, In my opinion, the example Is a 
different one. England cannot send 
more than 85.000 soldiers to the Trans­ 
vaal 
without w’ithdrawing all her 
troops from the colonies. 
This In it­ 
self is an imposing army, but only half 
of them will be available. 
Granting 
that England will have effected the 
landing of her troops by tile middle of 
December, she w ill have lost in the 
meantime 
at least 
10,000 
through 
deaths, casualties, desertions and cap­ 
tures. Their number would according­ 
ly be reduced- to 75,000. 
We will try 
to prevent the Junction of the English 
forces under Buller, but even lf we 
should not succeed the English will be 
unable to put more than 35,000 men in 
the field against us. The rest will be 
needed for garrisons and protection of 
their bases of operations. 
"The scene of the war will cover Na­ 
tal and Cape Colony, an area of, say, 
700 kilometers. Our own camp Is pro­ 
tected by three mountain ranges, and 
500 men are amply sufficient for its 
protection. Our manner of communi­ 
cation is excellent. The outposts have 
command of and facilities for destroy­ 
ing provisions In case their position be­ 
comes untenable. If the war should be 
carried Into our own country, of which 
there are no prospects at present, our 
advantages Would become greater yet, 
for, while facing unknown conditions 
in Natal and In the south, we are quite 
able to make use of the splendid op­ 
portunities of defense which our own 
country offers. 
"The enemy will meet a very stub­ 
born resistance in the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State, and every inch of 
ground will cost them dear. You cor­ 
rectly suggest that we most likely 
would resort to guerrilla tactics. 
A 
few months will be sufficient to show 
to England the impossibility of the 
task she has undertaken. 
Her losses 
will be tremendous."

Mrs. Turnrr, mother of the young 
Democratic member from Kentucky,

Washington from her son, who had 
her ticket for the members’ gallery 
In his pocket.

This son. \ry the way, who 
succeeds Walter Evans, is one of the 
youngest men in the house, and his fa­ 
ther, Oscar Turner, represented what 
used to be known as the “ Old Pur­ 
chase district” of the Blue Grass State 
for nearly 20 years. Turner, Sr., came 
to Washington as a

organization being generally against 
him. 
But that was nothing. 
He was 
glad enough to run on the independent 
ticket, and he always won. 
Mr. Tur­ 
ner was a useful member of the house 
and an extremely wealthy man. Ids 
estate when lie died being valued at 
nearly $.*1,000,000. 
His fam ily took a 
prominent part in social affairs when 
he was in congress, and their friends 
predict a creditable career for Ids son.

One can get any size wanted from 
three-quarter Inch to 4 Inches feed and 
three-eighths inch to 2% inches dis­ 
charge, and to use from two gallons to 
160 gallons per minute and cost from 
$5 up to $06. 
The size I use, No. 6, 
will cost from $11 to $13. The small 
sizes use shorter feed pipes than the 
large ones, the smallest about 40, the 
largest 85 feet. 
There are IO or 12 
sizes. I use 60 feet on No. 5. The ram 
house and feed box can be built of 
wood, brick or stone. I used brick for 
feed box, cemented like a cistern, and 
the ram house is built of stone 0 by 6 
by 4 deep. Feed box 3 by 3 by 3 deep. 
Put them dowu nearly level with 
ground, so you can protect them from 
freezing in winter. 
Be sure to lay nil 
pipes below freezing and make all 
joints tight. 
"I would use galvanized pipe, but the 
common black pipe will do quite a 
while Just as well. I would use a lar­ 
ger size than you think you will need 
lf you have enough water to run it, be­ 
cause the smaller the pipes and ram 
the more danger of getting out of or­ 
der. Put a screen on feed box so that 
nothing can get In feed pipe or it will 
get In the ram and stop it. Take all the 
fall you can up to IO feet, although a 
ram will work on 3 feet fall, but not 
quite so well. 
"If the spring will not furnish water 
enough In a dry time to run the ram, 
build a tank or cistern on a hillside lf 
you have one, and fill it when there is 
plenty of water, and pipe it from there 
to where wanted. I have nearly 1,000 
feet of pipe connected to the ram I 
use, and I did all the work myself, and 
It worked all right from the start. 
"I think I can truthfully say that hy­ 
draulic rams are cheaper and more reli­ 
able than windmills or gasoline en­ 
gines, etc. They are handy to get at 
when they need repairing (which Is 
very seldom) and will pin without any 
attention and whether the wind blows 
or not.” 
But trouble sometimes attends the 
ase oft the hydraulic ram. One garden­ 
er of upte tells that bls brook Is so level 
he could not get the desired fall with­ 
out using a very long feed pipe, and a 
long feed pipe is fatal to the good 
working of a ram. To him and others 
In the same box a colaborer gives ad­ 
vice as follows through American Gar­ 
dening: 
Locate your rams in a desirable place 
and decide how’ much fall you must 
have. Get a piece of three inch (lf a 
large ram use four inch) steam pipe as 


AGRICULTURE UP TO DATE. 


P o t a t o F r o m S e c r e t a r y W i l s o n 's R e ­ 
p o r t F o r 1 8 0 0 . 
Much w’ork has been undertaken on 
behalf of tobacco, looking to as wide 
a substitution as possible of home 
grown for imported product, by im­ 
proving the quality of the former. In­ 
teresting Investigations 
as 
to the 
causes affecting flavor and aroma are 
being carried on. 
From a study of the imports of Den­ 
mark, especially of American grains 
and oilcake, the secretary concludes 
strongly against a policy which steril­ 
izes our lands at the same time that 
it supplies other countries with the 
means of producing meats and dairy 
products for foreign markets which 
w’e could ourselves supply. 
The Interesting fact is noted that the 
tea gardens at Summerville produced 
3,000 pounds of tea the past season. 
Irrigation experiments, Improvement 
of varieties by Importation and by 
hybridization, are indicated as Impor­ 
tant steps to be studied. 
In regard to public lands the secre­ 
tary deplores the ill results of inju­ 
dicious grazing due to the Indifference 
of the occupiers under the present sys­ 
tem. 
He advocates leasing In large 
areas and for a sufficient time to In­ 
vite Improvement and suggests that 
the revenue from such leases might 
be turned over to the states for edu­ 
cational purposes or Irrigation. 
Of the abandoned farms of New 
England he says that they are not 
abandoned on account of sterility; that 
they will be studied by the soil physi­ 
cist, agrostologist and the forester, 
and the valuable suggestions resulting 
from their studies will be distributed 
throughout New England. 
The secretary discusses the subject 
of Irrigation at considerable length, 
giving strong reasons for a general 
study of tile w’hole subject. He points 
out the wide difference In laws and 
methods prevailing In the different 
states dependent upon Irrigation and 
states that most important rivers have 
streams supplying Irrigation to half a 
dozen states. 
Inevitably, under these 
circumstances, differences will arise 
calling for legislation by congress, 
w’hicli should, therefore, be put In 
possession of all the facts Affecting 
this important subject as early as pos­ 
sible. Ile also points out that tho use­ 
fulness of this investigation is by no 
means limited to the arid region, but 
that Irrigation could be profitably em­ 
ployed in large areas In the eastern 
and southern states. 
Our imports of oranges, lemons, co­ 
coanuts, bananas, and especially cof­ 
fee, of w’hich In 1808 w’e Imported over 
$65,000,000 worth, could, lo large part, 
be produced in Porto Hico. The secre­ 
tary especially recommends experi­ 
ments In the production of India rub­ 
ber, for which wre are now largely de­ 
pendent upon Brazil.

long ss the fall must be in feet. Put 
a T on one end with a 1% Inch open­ 
ing one way and the other opening tho 
right pile to connect with the ram. 
Becurry fasten this steam pipe In the 
bed of the brook or in an excavation at 
one side of the brook, with the 1V4 Inch 
opening up stream and the T at the 
bottom of the pipe. 
Run from this a I % inch pipe as far 
up stream ss is necessary in order to 
get the desired fall of water. 
Con­ 
nect the other opening of the T with 
the ram, using as large (in diameter) a 
pipe as can be used with the ram you 
Lave. The shorter this pipe is the bet­ 
ter the ram will work, 0 to IO feet be­ 
ing better than 20. This will be found 
to be cheap, enduring and more satis­ 
factory by far than a dam, and the ram 
will not refuse to do Its duty. 


H o ld e r F o r S a c k s . 
An low’a Homestead correspondent 
sketches and describes a sack holder 
which he finds useful: Take two strips 
I by I Mi inches 
by 42 inches long 
and nail them 
together by two 
pieces of lath 17 
indies long, one 
at the top and 
one at the bot­ 
tom. 
Then get 
two 
pieces 
of 
board 18 indies 
long 
aud 
nail 
them on the out­ 
side of the con­ 
cern. Then brace I 
crossways with 
lath. The hooks 
should be three 
inches from the 
top. They can be made of tenpenny wire 
nails driven through, then filed sharp 
(so as not to tear the sack) and bent 
Into shape. All braces should lie on op­ 
posite side of the hooks. For filling 
sacks a tin pail answers better than a 
scoop shovel.

This makes 
the crop of 1800 fall short of that of 
last year by 380,744,000 bushels, though 
exceeding that of 1807 by 227,048,000 
bushels—that is, according to Broom­ 
ball^ estimate, it Is considered better 
than the very short crop of 1807, but 
decidedly nearer to that than to the 
large one of 1808.

The irrigation investigations of tbs 
department of agriculture are noticed 
at length by Secretary Wilson In his 
annual report, from which a few ex­ 
tracts are subjoined: 
Measurements of the actual volume 
of w ater used In Irrigation and the 
time of such use are being carried on 
In 15 states and territories. 
An ap­ 
proximate knowledge of the quantity 
of w ater required to irrigate an acre 
of land growing any given crop Is 
sooner or later a necessity in any Irri­ 
gated district 
Farmers, canal build­ 
ers, water commissioners, state law­ 
makers and congress all need this In­ 
formation In the making of water con­ 
tracts, the planning of works and the 
determination and protection of rights 
In streams. 
W ithout It all these Im­ 
portant transactions are largely based 
on conjecture. The mistakes to which 
this gives rise are a serious obstacle 
to the conservation of the water sup­ 
ply and Its orderly division. 
It Is the p Tpose of this Investigation 
to begin the collection of this Informa­ 
tion, but In order that It may have 
general acceptance and valuo the facts 
secured must embrace a wide range of 
conditions and crops and be continued 
through a series of years In order that 
accidental variations of seasons may 
be eliminated. 
At the outset It Is de­ 
sired to ascertain what Is the common 
practice of Irrigators. 
One object of the studies on the duty 
of water la to secure greater economy 
In Its use, the reclamation of nn In­ 
creased area and a larger yield of crops 
through Its more skillful application. 
Something more Is necessary than 
measurement of the quantity employ­ 
ed. 
The factors which tend to pro­ 
duce a high or low duty must also be 
studied. These Include the amount of 
rainfall, records of temperature, rate 
of evaporation, character of soil, losses 
In transportation in cannie, the merits 
of different methods of distributing 
water over the land and the Influence 
which ta exerted by the chn meter of 
private water right contracts for de­ 
livering water or of state laws gov­ 
erning titles thereto. 
Before we can rightly estimate the 
value of reservoirs we must know not 
oQly the amount of water required by 
different crops, but the time when such 
water Is needed. The purpose of reser­ 
voirs Is to bring fluctuations In stream 
flow Into harmony with the variations 
In the demands of crops. 
A depend­ 
ence on the natural flow of many west­ 
ern rivers permits of only a small frac­ 
tion of their natural discharge being 
utilised, because the waters run to 
waste before or after they are needed. 
We must know when tho water Is 
needed and how much Is needed In dif­ 
ferent months of the year before we 
can rightly estimate how much must 
be stored In order to utilize the entire 
supply.

■oms years the department of agricul­ 
ture has been interested In this type of 
melon. Previous to the Spanish-Amer­ 
ican war seeds taken from melons 
brought from Havana under the name 
"Turkestan” were sent to California, 
where they were reported as succeed­ 
ing well 
In 
Los Angeles 
county. 
Through Professor Hansen the govern­ 
ment also Imported from Khiva, Tur­ 
kestan, the finest seed procurable and 
dflftributed It to growers In the south­ 
west and In Utah. According to men­ 
tion going the rounds of the press, they 
were a failure In the southwest, but 
have succeeded well In Utah. 
The 
Utah melons average from 12 to 15 
pounds and are of superior flavor. 
They grow very much like other mel­ 
ons, but when frost comet they are 
gathered and put In a cellar to ripen. 
At the time of picking they have a 
taste like cucumbers and reach their 
full flavor about Jan. I. In appearance 
the melon Is said to resemble very

American Soldier’s Experience 


While W ith the Insurgents.

Ninth United Statca Infantry, writing 
from Manila, Philippine Inlands, un­ 
der date of Oct. 10, to the Chicago 
Record, says: 
"I was recently released as a prison­ 
er of w ar by the insurgent army. 
I 
wns captured Just outside of the town 
of Hunta Itltn, In the province of Pam- 
pango, whither we had advanced a 
few days before. 
It Is eight miles 
from Sun Fernando and not on the 
railroad. 
The climate here Is very 
warm and compels a man to Incline 
toward laziness. Thinking that a little 
exercise would do me good, 1 started to 
take a walk and happened to stroll on 
the outskirts of the town. 
The first 
thing I knew I 
w h s surrounded by 
well arm ed Filipino soldiers. 
1 did 
not have any weapon, and at that time 
I did not understand their language, no 
I expected nothing but death. 
1 fold­ 
ed my arm s and waited. 
“A sergeant stepped to the front. 
He could talk a little broken lOngllsh, 
nnd he told me to surrender and not to 
make any noise. 
Then they took tne 
Into a bonne, where they kept me until 
night. 
In the darkness they inarched 
me pnst the American camp, holding 
knives at my throat and telling me 
that If I made a sound they would cut 
my head ofT. 
Needless to say I kept 
quiet. 
They then marched me across 
rloeftelds and through sugar and cane 
fields, part of the time hip to waist In 
mud and water, until nearly daybreak, 
when we reached a town, and they 
took tne Into a house nnd gave me a 
raw crab and two bananas to eat. 
There they told me to go to sleep, for 
I would have to march again soon. 
After that I bad to march almost ev­ 
ery night from town to town. 
“ 1 have been In almost every town 
in the northern part of the island and 
have met nnd talked with Agulnaldo 
nnd all Ids generals and principal offi­ 
cers; also his secretary of w ar nnd 
secretary of foreign affairs. 
We were 
used like gentlemen. 
My klutkl blouse 
was stolen by a Filipino thief, and 
when I was taken before Senor Am- 
broslo Flores, secretary of foreign af­ 
fairs, 1 had an undershirt and pair of 
trousers on, but no coat, shoes or socks, 
fie asked me where my coat was, nnd 
I told him. 
He then ordered his serv­ 
ant to H»«>k among his clothes and see 
If he could find a coat, 
lie could not 
find one, so Senor Flores got up from 
bis chair and told me be bad only one 
coat, the one ho bad on, m ade of white 
duck. 
He took It off and Insisted up­ 
on my taking It, which 1 refused to do. 
Also when I and other prisoners were 
leaving Tarlac for the American lines 
Senor Flores sent word that he would 
like to see us. 
W e went to his house 
In a body. 
He gave each of us one of 
the best cigars made on the Island and 
said be hoped we were all happy at the 
prospect of going back to our friends. 
Three of us, Sergennt Jam es Iloyle of 
the Sixteenth Infantry, <\>ri>oral Otto 
Schew of the Third infantry and my­ 
self, he offered commissions In the In­ 
surgent army. He said we should have 
plenty of money and good food, good 
houses to live In and free laud after 
the w ar w as over. 
The American au ­ 
thorities, he said, would never tlnd us, 
and we should never be on or near the 
firing line, as our sole duty would be 
to drill recruits. 
"Most of Agulnaldo’s staff officers 
are well educated men and can talk 
good English. 
They told us that they 
had been fighting for three years, and 
In cne year more they would be ready 
to fight for six years. 
If they should 
get cornered and have to lay down 
their 
arms, they said, the 
trouble 
would not be ended, for they wrould 
not nllow an American to live on the 
Island. 
T he American would be as­ 
sassinated a t his own door at night or 
would l>e poisoned In his owfu house by 
his servants. 
They are capable of 
keeping their word. They also told us 
that General Otis had offered them 
autonomy under American protection 
If they would lay down their nrms, 
but this, they say, they will never do. 
‘•They say they are only fighting for 
their rights, the same as we did In 
1776, and they dem and their independ­ 
ence, with the right to maintain a 
standing army. 
They want, however, 
American 
naval 
protection 
for ten 
years, offering to pay well for the pro­ 
tection of throe w arships to patrol the 
waters of the archipelago. 
At the end 
tt that time, they say, they could have 
l navy of their own. 
To secure the 
Americans their money they will al­ 
low the Americans to hold the customs 
receipts. 
They also claim th at all of 
their higher officers are rich men, who 
serve In the army without pay and give 
money to help the cause. 
I believe ev- 
?ry word of this, for afte r w hat I have 
*een 1 cannot do otherwise. 
“They say that the United States 
bas alw ays encouraged independence 
m d that now it is breaking the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
They hate Otis because 
tie will not stop fighting once in awhile 
md talk the m atter over. They all ad- 
nire the American soldiers, with the 
rxceptlon of one tribe 
called T am - 
pangas,’ and they have no use for any 
white man. They would have murder- 
?d us if they had not been restrained 
by their Tagalog and Spanish officers. 
In one town in the Patnpanga country, 
Ararat, a mob organized one night to 
kill Boyle nnd myself, but were driven 
iff by our Tngalog guards. 
"While traveling from town to town 


our guards would not nllow us to walk 
If It were possible for us to ride, and 
if they could get transportation no oth­ 
er way they would seize It. 
We have 
ridden Spanish mules, horses and carl- 
baos, with and without saddles. 
We 
have been hauled In carts, on sledges 
and in carriages. 
W hen we would 
come to a river where there was no 
ferry, they would chase up a carlbao, 
and we would cross the river on his 
back. 
"I will briefly describe their mode of 
punishing 
prisoners. 
A 
thief 
they 
shoot, but other prisoners for petty 
crimes are not put In Jail, being kept 
under guard nnd receiving every m orn­ 
ing from 10 to 50 strokes of either a 
raw hide or rattan cane.”

"A sergeant stepped to the front. 
Ile could talk a little broken English, 
and he told me to surrender and not to 
make any noise. Then they took me 
Into a house, where they kept me until 
night. In the darkness they marched 
me past the American camp, holding 
knives at my throat and telling me 
that lf I made a sound they would cut 
my head off. 
Needless to say I kept 
quiet. They then marched me across 
rlceflelds and through sugar and cane 
fields, part of the time hip to waist in 
mud and water, until nearly daybreak, 
when we reached a town, and they 
took me Into a house and gave me a 
raw crab and two Im lianas to eat. 
There they told me to go to sleep, for 
I would have to march again soon. 
After that I had to march almost ev­ 
ery night from town to town. 
"I have been In almost every town 
in the northern part of the island and 
iiave met aud talked with Aguinaldo 
aud all Ills generals and principal offi­ 
cers; also his secretary of war and 
secretary of foreign affntrs. We were 
used like gentlemen. My khaki blouse 
was stolen by a Filipino thief, and 
when I was taken before Senor Am­ 
brose Flores, secretary of foreign af­ 
fairs, I had an undershirt and pair of 
trousers on, but no coat, shoes or socks. 
lie asked me where my coat was, and 
I told him. Ile then ordered his serv 
ant to look among his clothes and see 
lf he could find a coat. He could not 
find one, so Senor Flores got up from 
his chair and told me he had only one 
coat, the one he had on, made of white 
duck. He took It off and Insisted up­ 
on my taking It, which I refused to do. 
Also when I and other prisoners wert 
leaving Tarlac for the American lines 
Senor Flores sent word that he would 
like to see us. We went to his housa 
Id a body. He gave each of us one of 
the best cigars made on the Island and 
•ald he hoped we were all happy at the 
prospect of going back to our friends. 
Three of us, Sergeant James Boyle of 
the Sixteenth infantry, Corpora! Otto 
Behew of the Third Infantry and my 
•elf, he offered commissions in the in 
•urgent army. He said we should have 
plenty of money aud good food, good 
houses to live In and free land after 
the war was over. The American an 
thorltles, he said, would never find us, 
pud we should never be on or near the 
firing line, ae our sole duty would bt 
to drill recruits 
“Most of Aguinaldo*! staff officers 
ire well educated men and can talk 
good English. They told us that they 
had been fighting for three years, and

“I have seen many stories of the Ma 
nila bay affair,” said be, “and I have 
yet to see one that properly quotes the 
admiral's order to begin the fight. The 
words usually given are, 'Gridley, lf 
you are ready you may fire/ What Ad­ 
miral Dewey actually did say was, 
'Gridley, you may fire now/ The fact 
Is that tbe range finder bad Instructed 
the gunners, and for many minutes the 
ship was In perfect readiness to open 
fire. 
The admiral knew that every­ 
thing was ready/* 
Hickey left San Francisco on the 
Olympia four years and seven months 
ago and kept a diary of the vessel's 
long cruise of 38,000 miles and espe­ 
cially of the history making part of 
the ship's experience. 
He possesses 
a number of snapshot photographs of 
scenes on the flagship during the en­ 
gagement. as well as a painting by a 
Japanese artist who was an eyewit­ 
ness of the great battle.

NOVELTY IN NAVAL WARFARE 


Ussr T*rp«do 
br * Mew 
York W*wss> 
Dr. M. J. Alsbau, a woman physician 
of New York, has Just perfected a tor­ 
pedo which has been offered to the 
United States government for adop­ 
tion by the navy, says the New York 
Herald. 
Its inventor ta Captain T. 
Way ms Just, an Englishman and a for­ 
mer artillery officer who for taany 
yeare has lived In Tasmania. Dr. Als- 
bau Invented a part of the automatic 
device which controls the torpedo when 
submerged. She Is wealthy and lo en 
gaged to be married to Captain Just 
For manufacturing the projectiles a 
company with a capital of $1,000,000 
was incorporated in New Jersey the 
other day. The company will expend 
$50,000 for experiments with the tor­ 
pedo, and the United Statee bureau of 
naval ordnance has been asked to con 
tribute $10,000 of this amount lf the 
tests are satisfactory and tho govern 
ment wishes to purchase, the company 
will sell its rights to the Invention. 
Counsel to the company, which Is 
known as tbe Just-Alsbau Torpedo 
company, Is the law firm of Boot How­ 
ard, Winthrop A Stimson, of which the 
secretary of war is a member. 
The Just-Alsbau torpedo oobslsta of 
two parts, the ordinary submarine tor­ 
pedo and a ''false” head, both bt which 
are ejected from the same projector at 
the same time. The false head leaves 
the main torpedo as the latter leaves 
the muzzle of the projector, and It Is 
designed to carry through the air aud 
explode Its charge of gun cotton on the 
deck of a warship. The main portion, 
or submarine part, Is by far the heav­ 
ier and drops Into the water before 
reaching the ship and, running sub­ 
merged, is supposed to strike and sink 
the vessel. There Is thus a dual at 
tack—above and below the water. Its 
Inventors say that the torpedo can be 
controlled perfectly in the water. 


Stn4yl»* Bird Life.

MINING EXPERT ON BOERS. 


Albert Holder Say* They Will heave 
Nothing For Dritlsh to Capture. 
Albert H. Holder, F. G. S., mining 
engineer and special correspondent of 
tbe Reuter Telegraph company, who 
was for many years Inspector of pub­ 
ic works in the South African Repub­ 
lic, Is In Ottawa, Out., from Dawson 
City, to which place he went a year 
ago in the Interest of his company, 
says the Chicago Tlmes-Herald. 
He 
predicts that tbe war in the Transvaal 
will last at least two years aud that 
before giving up Johannesburg the 
Boers will destroy mining property 
worth $3,000,000,000. 
Mr. Holder Is 
an artillery officer, holding the rank of 
major In the German army, and he 
was an artillery instructor to the Boers 
two years ago. 
He states that the 
Boers had then 15 German officers, 40 
French and 40 Russians, who were all 
well paid. - 
'T he Transvaalers,” 
Mr. 
Holder 
said, “have got the country thorough!.* 
fortified. 
Pretoria Itself Is defended 
by two powerful forts, and there ars 
Ave lines of mines and enormous In- 
trenchments, and the ground all around 
and about the Transvaal capital Is fur 
rowed with mines of lyddite and other 
high explosives. 
The siege of Pre 
torla will be another Meta. 
That 
stronghold kept the German army, 
numbering 200,000, at bay ror eight 
months. 
The siege of Pretoria will 
last much longer. 
“Johannesburg Is not so well forti­ 
fied, but the last thing the Boers will 
do before they are entirely vanquished 
will be to raze that city of the ult- 
landers to tbe ground, to leave not a 
building standing. They will also blow 
up the mines and ruin the machinery 
to avenge themselves upon the capi­ 
talists, who, they claim, have provok­ 
ed the war. This has for years been 
the prearranged plan, and steps were 
long ago taken to effectually carry it 
out whenever tbe time arrived to com­ 
pel that course/* 


Ho More mtroulyoorHi Powder. 
The manufacture of nitroglycerin 
powder for the use of the army will be 
abandoned, and the army ordnance de­ 
partment will adopt a pure soluble cot­ 
ton powder similar to that used by the 
navy. 
The decision for this change, 
says Tbe Army and Navy Journal, was 
brought about by an accident which 
recently occurred at Sandy Hook while 
testing a 6 Inch gun and while using 
the smokeless powder made for use In 
8 Inch guns, but with tbe grains cut In 
half. The charge on this occasion gave 
a pressure of over 80,000 pounds, which 
exceeded the pressure gauge of the 
gun. Several parts of the breech mech­ 
anism were Injured.

HARD TO REFORM. 


Two Former Brainertl Girls Sent to 


the (Titteuton Home Pause 
Trouble. 


Some three weeks ago the Floren­ 
ce Crittenton Rescue Circle of this 
city sent two young girls to the 
Crittenton home in Minneapolis hop­ 
ing thereby to save them from a 
life of shame ard degradation, but it 
seems their good intentions have 
been twarted judging from the fol­ 
lowing fromtho Minneapolis Tribune: 
Included in the list of prisoners at 
the central station last night were 
two girls, whose feet have strayed 
from the straight and narrow path. 
No good purpose ean be served by 
giving their names, but both come 
from Brainerd. 
Neither is more 
than 15 years of age. 
Both are or­ 
phans. 
One was living as an adopt­ 
ed child, the other was working in a 
family. 
But bad associates made 
them restless with their simple home 
life, and they wished to see the 
world. 
They were wild, and their 
conduct shocked the good people of 
Brainerd, who decided that some­ 
thing must be done for their salva­ 
tion. 
Accordingly arrangements 
were made for their being sheltered 
at the Florence Crittenton Home in 
Minneapolis. 
They came to thiscity 
three weeks ago. 
However, the 
rules and restraint of the home seem­ 
ed to make the girls worse, and they 
chafed under confinement. 
They 
made life a burden to those at the in­ 
stitution. and the other inmates even 
threatened to leave if the offenders 
were not taken t are of. 
“ Mother 
Prindlc talked to the girls, pleaded 
with them, showed them the results 
of an evil life, in contrast with those 
of an upright one. 
But it did no 
good. 
The girls continued to be a 
source of disturbance. 
“ M other” 
Prindle decided yesterday to take 
the girls to Charles N. Crittenton, 
the evangelist and founder of the 
home, thinking, perhaps, that his 
kindly counsel would have effect 
with the wayward pair. 
Hut on the 
way up town the girls rebelled and 
finally left the matron, who had been 
their friend in need. 
The story of 
the escape was told to Supt. Doyle, 
and late in the day they were locat­ 
ed at the resort of Fannie Wilson, 
217 Eleventh avenue south. 
They 
were escorted to the central police 
station and given into the custody 
of Matron Paine. 
At ^ie station 
one of the runaways cried, while the 
other assumed a bold front. 
Mayor 
Gray and Supt. Doyle talked to 
them, and one of them, when asked 
if the plac e she went to had proven 
a better home than the Crittenton 
mission, replied that they had not 
been in the resort long enough to 
learn. 
Neither seemed to be g reat­ 
ly overcome with grief and they 
were sent early to bed and fell asleep 
in the woman 's ward as if they were 
at home. 
It is said that the girls 
were influenced to leave the home 
largely through an older girl, who 
was also at the Crittenton home. 
She ran away yesterday and her 
whereabouts is unknown. 
Supt. 
Doyle, when he found that Madam 
Wilson had taken the girls, almost 
children, into her resort, ordered 
the place closed. 
Fannie Wilson 
was also arrested on a charge of 
keeping a place of disreputable char­ 
acter. 
She was released upon fur­ 
nishing $75 as bail money for her ap­ 
pearance in court. 
The disposition 
of the two youthful prisoners is a 
problem. 
Matron Paine thinks that 
as long as they are together it will 
be useless to try and reform them. 
However, if the penitent one is sent 
back to the Crittenton home and the 
other is sentenced to the state train­ 
ing school, Mrs. Paine believes, that 
possibly the girls may be led to fully 
see the error of their way.

Some three weeks ago the Floren­ 
ce Crittenton Rescue Circle of this 
city sent two young girls to the 
Crittenton home in Minneapolis hop­ 
ing thereby to save them from a 
ife of shame ard degradation, but it 
seems their good intentions have 
been twarted judging from the b l­ 
owing fromthe Minneapolis Tribune: 
Included in the list of prisoners at 
the central station last night were 
two girls, whose feet have strayed 
from the straight and narrow path. 
No good purpose can be served by 
giving their names, but both come 
from Brainerd. 
Neither is more 
than 15 years of age. 
Both are or­ 
phans. One was living as an adopt­ 
ed child, the other was working in a 
family. 
But bad associates made 
them restless with their simple hom$ 
life, and they wished to see the 
world. 
They were wild, and their 
conduct shocked the good people of 
Brainerd, who decided that some­ 
thing must be done for their salva­ 
tion. 
Accordingly arrangements 
were made for their being sheltered 
at the Florence Crittenton Home in 
Minneapolis. They came to this city 
three weeks ago. 
However, the 
rules and restraint of the home seem­ 
ed to make the girls worse, and they 
chafed under confinement. 
They 
made life a burden to those at tho in­ 
stitution. and the other inmates even 
threatened to leave if the offenders 
were not taken care of. 
“ Mother” 
Prindle talked to the girls, pleaded 
with them, showed them the results 
of an evil life, in contrast with those 
of an upright one. 
But it did no 
good. 
The girls continued to be a 
source of disturbance. 
“ Mother” 
Prindle decided yesterday to take 
the girls to Charles N. Crittenton, 
the evangelist and founder of the 
home, thinking, perhaps, that his 
kindly counsel would have effect 
with the wayward pair. But on the 
way up town the girls rebelled and 
finally left the matron, who had been 
their friend in need. 
The story of 
the escape was told to Supt. Doyle, 
and late in the day they were locat­ 
ed at the resort of Fannie Wilson, 
217 Eleventh avenue south. 
They 
were escorted to the central police 
station and given into the custody 
of Matron Paine. 
At {he station 
one of the runaways cried, while the 
other assumed a bold front. Mayor 
Gray and Supt. Doyle talked to 
them, and one of them, when asked 
if the place she went to had proven 
a better home than the Crittenton 
mission, replied that they had not 
been in the resort long enough to 
learn. Neither seemed to be great­ 
ly overcome with grief and they 
were sent early to bed and fell asleep 
in the woman’s ward as if they were 
at home. 
It is said that the girls 
were influenced to leave the home 
largely through an older girl, who 
was also at the Crittenton home. 
She ran away yesterday and her 
whereabouts is unknown. 
Supt. 
Doyle, when he found that Madam 
Wilson had taken the girls, almost 
children, into her resort, ordered 
the place closed. 
Fannie Wilson 
was also arrested on a charge of 
keeping a place of disreputable char­ 
acter. 
She was released upon fur­ 
nishing $75 as bail money for her ap­ 
pearance in court. The disposition 
of the two youthful prisoners is a 
problem. 
Matron Paine thinks that 
as long as they are together it will 
be useless to try and reform them. 
However, if the penitent one is sent 
back to the Crittenton home and the 
other is sentenced to the state train­ 
ing school, Mrs. Paine believes, that 
possibly the girls may be led to fully 
see the error of their way.

Ile doesn’t know that as a pot herb it 
can give a delightful flavor. Tin* duck­ 
weeds how annoying the whole fam­ 
ily are! Yet the bn nd-lcaf variety and 
tile oilily leaf are used all over Europe 
as table vegetables. There's pokeweed, 
cornu onest of them all. In France it 
is cultivated. It takes the place of 
sage. thyme, paisley and bay leaves as 
a flavoring f ;r soup. 
Kverjlxdy in America hates a net­ 
tle. Mud can’t see what ase it is. In 
Sen laud. Poland and Germany tender 
.wiling nettle leaves are used as greens. 
Tim Germans Ii ii them with other veg­ 
etables to give them a piquant flavor. 
Purslane is another weed that can In* 
m ated the same way. Most people 
think milkweed poisonous. It is a med­ 
icinal vegetable, with a delightful llu- 
v< r i f its own. The young leaves, 
when they are just in the right condi­ 
tion. are a cross between spinach and 
asparagus, and in a salad arc delicious. 
Sorrel fit liens and chcvril are looked 
on as hi Id pests by ninety-nine out of 
every hundred farmers. The one him- 
dreth one picks the choicest leaves 
from these weeds and sends them to 
market, where they find a ready sale 
for salads to lie eaten with game and 
for flavoring herbs—for herbs they are, 
mid not weeds.—Industrial Journal.
